Claim 1 , line 21 , after "splines" inserted --having a V-shaped groove along the 
length of the sidewalls parallel to the central axis-; 
line 24, deleted "about"; 
line 25, deleted "about" 
Claim 7, line 16, after "splines" inserted -having a V-shaped groove along the 
length of the sidewalls parallel to the central axis-; 
line 19, deleted "about"; 
line 20, deleted "about". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It would not 
have been obvious to combine Wesley with Hollinger in order to teach the splines of 
Hollinger being forged because the forging operation of Wesley would not be capable of 
forming the splines as disclosed in Hollinger. In addition to the arguments set forth by 
applicant, critical to the forging operation of Wesley is the formation of a seat (16) which 
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would not be possible with the spline configuration as disclosed in Hollinger and as now 
claimed. Therefore, the prior art does not disclose the splines configured as claimed 
being forged. In should be noted that forging or forged provides a distinct structure in 
the grain of the material not otherwise present.
